The Terrible Power of the Ticklish Ex- 


plosive—-Narrow kscapes. 
Counci: Bluffs Speciait to Chicago Times. 

A fearful explosion took place atthe Rock 
Island Depot in this city shorily after 4 
o’gock this afternoon. Several days age the 
Rock Island Company received a car-load of 
avnamite, or nitro-glycerine, and turned it 
over to the Union Pacifie Company for sbip- 
ment west. The latter company refused to 
forwardit, ard sent it back te the Rock

People were fright- 
enecdalmost out of their wits, fearing it was 
4 Visitation of Providence for the wickedness 
of Guiteau and other failings of the people of 
ithe nation. The ‘Times reporter visited the 
scene of the disaster us soon as if was cone 
venient and safe for him to doso. He found 
the most terribie damage it is possible to 
imagine. Some thirty or forty freight and 
passenger cars areas totally wreckedas if a 
cyclone had struck thein. Thev could not 
huve presented amore dilapidated appear- 
ance, Ali the freights cars were filled 
with yoods and merehandise for this aad 
other points. The goods are no doubt more 
orless damauced. The cars are totally de- 
stroved. Notiing is leftof themof value 
save the trucks, and they are doubtless more 
or less damaved. Where the car of dynamite 
wus standing is a hole fromtwenty to thirty 
feet deep, and about one hundred and fifty 
feetin diameter. ‘The hole is blown to liv- 
ine water. Lumps of dirt, weighing from 
two to five tons, are scattered ubout on the 
“round near the excavation. The scene 
round about the disaster fairly beggars de- 
scription. The freight-house, standing two 
hundred yards from the exploded car, is 
fairly leveled to the ground. The round- 
house, Which was standing within three or 
four hundred feet of the car, is also torn 
down. The large repair-shops that stood 
iby the side of the car re all gone. There is 
not a brick left to mark the location. Vieces 
of iren blown from the car _ were 
picked up halfa mile from the scene of the 
disaster. Men and women half to three-quar- 
ters of a mile from the disaster were knocked 
down. The Times reporter was a mile away 
when the expiosion took: place, and in the 
house Where he was a lady was knocked to 
thefloor. A perfect panic prevailed ai'joverthe 
city, and it Was some time before the people 
could learn the real source of the tremendous 
shock. The peopie here praise Local Agent 
McClintock for his manliness in warning the 
employes to leave their posts of duty in the 
hour of peril. He really imperiled his own 
life und barely escaped withit. After having 
notifica the employes of the danger, and as he 
was tleeing to save his own life, he saw three 
littie children walking up the track in the di- 
rection of tbe burning car. He turned back 
andtold them of the situation, and then 
sturted toescape. He was about 300 yards 
from the car wben the explosion took place, 
and was knocked two or three times over. 
fortunately no one was killed. It is reported 
that several children and women liviny near 


the scene of the explosion are 
{ving at the oint of death. The 
loss to the railroa company is from 


100,000 to $000,000. Ofcourse itis hard to 
estimate the damage tothe goods that were 
inthe cars. The wreck must be seen to be 


realized. The explosion was sweeping in its 
scope. Ifathousand boltsof lightning had 


descended, they could not have plaved great- 
er havoc. The fact is, the whole freicht-yard, 
which is 500 or 600 yards long and 100 vards 
wide, is gone. Mr. S. S. Stevens, General 
Western Agent of the Rock Island Company, 
says that thirty cars will cover the number 
lost. Ile cannot estimate the loss, but thinks 
the writer isnot far out of the way in the 
stutement made above. He says the explo- 
sive was billed as powder and consigned to 
some parties in Denver, but the switchmea 
aulleve that the car was marked dynamite. It 
is thought the fire caught froma spark from 
unengine. ‘The carwas discovered to be on 
fire on top, and every effort was made to ex- 


tinguish it, but without avail. Local Agent 
McClintock said to the Times re- 
porter that the car contained 
about twenty tons of powder, but it 


is insisted that powder would not have made 
such ahole in the ground. Conductors of 
the different trains reaching here this after- 
noon say that the report of the explosion was 
heard twenty or thirty miles away. In Oma- 
ta, four miles distant, window glasses ‘were 
broken. The damage in broken glass inthe 
city will reach several thousand dollars, 
A sinall child fully halfa mile away was 
struck by a piece of flying iron and knocked 
senseless. ‘The hole plowedinthe vround 
where the car stood is a remarkable sight to 
behold. Once seeing that, tne spectator is 
even more staggered atthe sight of strong and 
heavy fieight-cars shattered into kindling- 
wood that stood twoor three hundred vards 
away. Thousands of people from this city 
and Omaha will doubtless witness the scene 
early to-morrow morning. ‘Telegraph poles 
uid wires were blown down. Otherwise an 
earlier report would have been sent. 
{t was impossible to get at facts 
soon after the disaster, as the whole 
population appeared to be panie- stricken. 
‘Thousands of people rushed tothe scene of 
the wreck, but were no sooner there thana 
report spread that another car was on the 
track and would soon go. This filled all with 
consternation and everybody beat a hasty re- 
iveat for the rear, and it Was anhouror two 
before they again ventured upon the scene. 
Another car of nitro-glycerine was reported 
in the yard at the time of the explosion, but 
roon afterwards it Was removed. In about 
thirty minutes flames reached a coal-oil tank 
coutaining some 400 galions. When it burned 
the heavens were tilled with lurid tlames, fol- 
lowed by a dense smoke, but no report was 
heard. A telegram just received from Des 
Sivines states that the report of the explosion 
Was heard in that city, 121 miles away. ¢ ould 
the reader see the wreck and especially the 
hole that was plowed in the ground he would 
only be surprised to learn that they did not

frou. the Paris American Register, Sept 3. 

In spite of all his cares and vexations, Al- 
exancder [1]. has thus far preserved a splen- 
cud appetite, with a decided preference for 
the national Russian dishes, quite in Keeping 
With his leaning toward the old Russian man- 
ners and habits. The Czar’s dinner, for in- 
stance,is always preceded by the national 
‘*zukuska,’’ which forms the preface or the 
introduction, as it were, tothe gastronomic 
occupation. This zukuska consists only of 
caviar, herring, smoked salmon, sardines, 
smoked goose, saucisses, cheese, bread and 
butter. Raw beets steeped in bran- 
iv, a dish imported from Scan- 
dinavia snd added to the repertoire of the im- 
peria!l billof fare bythe Czarina, ale fre- 
quentiy joined unto the foregoing savory in- 
eridents. The. whole of which spicy pot- 
pourri, yclept the little zukuska, served Jon 
yold-enameiled plates, is disDlayeu on quite a 
nuwber of small tablesin divers nooks and 
corners ofthe dining-siloon. These minia- 
ture buffets are approached by the g ies witb 
perfect freedom and applied to at pleasure. 
Long rows or rather whole batteries of bottles 
rencer a choice between the national wocdkKa, 
bitters, kummel, cognac, cordials and Eng- 
lish gin more than ditlicuit. After having 
partaken both freely and sufficiently of the 
apreiite-provoking zukuska, the company 
tuke their seats atthe tuble, whereupon the 
soupis served, the most prized and declared 
favorite of all Russian soups being prepared 
from thesteriet, a fish caughtin the Volga. 
The soup of atlothers, however, preferred by 
the Czar and bis family, isthe “*shtshi,’’? the 
quintessence ofall the national soups, and 
nextto brandy the most savory liquid for 
every thorough Russian. How the shtshi is 
prepared and howit tastes it is difficult to de- 
scribe; the recipe is a precious heirloom and 
as such carefully preserved. For our fair 
readers We shall only give the following ap- 
proximate details: Takea larze and juiey 
piece of mutton,boil it down with juicy pieces 
of beefand an unlimited number of onions, 
varlic, berbs, beets and spices and serve the 
same, cut in small cubes. In Poland a simi- 
lar mixtum compositum is cajled **borshtsh,”’ 


on Which the Russian ‘looks 
down With sovereign contempt. 
Shtsbi is not borshtsb, just as the Pope 


is nota Czar. Another soup, which is fre- 
quently put upon the imperial table, is called 
**‘okroska,’”? a sort of mush or cold decoction 
of pears, apples, plums and oat-grits, with 
an admixture of small pieces of meat, herring 
and cucumbers tloating therein. The Czar 
creatiy affects chicken cutlets a la Poskarki, 
i.e., a chicken chopped very fine and roasted 
with slices of bread and eggs, served up in 
the shape ofa cutlet: also pork boiled in 
milk, eaten With a bighly spiced gravy. Other 
favorit e dishes of the autocrat are fish pre- 
pared in an infinite variety of ways, anda 
rich and spicy gravy called a la Samoyede 
(the latter being one of the secrets of the im- 
perial kitchen), cucumbers in vinegar,capons, 
etc. <A description of the luxury of the table 
would lead us too far. The Emperor always 
appears at meals infull uniform; so dothe 
invited guests.

Cruelty of the Afghans. 
From the New York Times. 

(neofthbe most singular incidents of the 
British defeat at Maiwand, in Afghanistan, 
has just transpired, and if the details of it 
were Only known it might be shownthat a 
tragedy has been enacted full of the deepest 
touches of pathos. Some Sepoys, who were 
captured and taken to Herat after the battle 
in Which Ayoob Khan defeated Gen. Bur- 
rows with heavy siaughter, have lv some 
means managed to escape from Ayoob’s cita- 
del and reach the British frontier. Ifow they 
could have traveled alony the long line of ter- 
ritory that stretches between Herat and 
Quetta, the capital of the Khan of Khelat’s 
dominions, without being murdered or cap- 
tured by the hostile tribes who swarm 
in the country, is diflicult to imagine: 
but in all probability they were Mussulmans, 
and in that case they would be able to claim 
some hospitality from the Afzhans, who are 
much more liable to be affected by the claims 
of Mobamme danism than they are by the dis- 
tinctions of nationality. The story they told 
the British authorities at Quetta is to the 
effect that four British soldiers who were cap- 
tured at Maiwand have been sold into slavery 
bv their captors. Whatthe sufferings of these 
slaves are cannot be even imagined, because the 
Afghans are brutal toa devree with respect to 
aliens Whom they have taken in battie. If they 
save a life, it isonlv from a whim that they 
may put itto prolonged torture, and these four 
men are probably now undergoing miseries to 
which death itself would be a comparative re- 
lief. When Dr. Bellew entered Afghanistan 
twenty vears ago, in connection with an Em- 
bassy tothe Ameer, he meta man who was 

ointed out to him asa British captive who 

ad beentaken inthe war of 1839-42. The 
man resembled a beast more than a Christian 
buman being. He had almost forgotten his 
own language, and the little he had left of it 
he dared not speak, so terrified was he of his 
Afghan masters. Bellew says the «ase was 
singularly pathetic, and in it alone the world 
may gain some ideaof the fate of the four 
white slaves Who are now reported to be alive 
in the capital of Western Afghanistan.

CLERGY AND CANONS. 


Important Discussions in the 
Episcopalian Convention, 


. 
—_—— 


A Dramatic Scene, a Graceful Apology 
and a Happy Rejoinder, 


Thethird day’s session of the Episcopal 
Diocesan Convention began at 10 a, 
m. to-day at the Church of 
the Holy Communfion. After religious services 
including the celebration otthe Iloly Sacra- 
ment, Bishop Robertson called the convention 
to order. The roll was read and a majority of 

he delegates were found tobe present. The 
presiding ofticer then appointed the tollowing 
committees,which were called for by the com- 
munication from the general convention read 
vesterday: 

Committee on "Rraveling Expenses—lev. 
Gray, Judge Pope and Mr. Wm. Lycett. 

Ov Aged and Intirm Clergymen’s Fund—lev. 
Dr. J. P. T. Ingraham, Rev. Benjamin F.Reed, 
Rev. Mr. Hoff. 

Mr. liobert, ot 
the Holy Communion, 
resolutions: 

‘*Resolved, That that part ofthe bBishop’sad- 
dress relating to the temperance movement in 
the Church be referred to a committee of three 
to report to the Convention of iss2.’”’ 

The motion was carried andthe Bishop ap 
pointed Rev. Messrs. Robert and Leonard 
and Mr. Llough as said committee. 

The Committee on Lay Delegates reported 
as delegates from Christ Church, St. Joseph, 
W. D. B. Metter, Joseph C. Htull, John Rich- 
ardson, John Donovan and C. DD. Smith. 

The question of changing the time of hold- 
ing the annual diocesan convention trom 
the fourth Tuesday in Septemper to the 
first Mondayin May nextcame up. The vote 
was called by orders. Twenty clergymen 
voted for the change, and three against it; 
twelve laymen voted for the proposed change, 
and fourin opposition, so that the proposi- 
tion was carried. 

The report of the Committee on Christian 
Education was neat read by Rev. Benjamin FE. 
Reed. The docuinent referred tothe work be- 
ing done in the direction of Christian educa- 
tion by Rev. Dr. Wainwright at Palmyra, 
Rev. Mr. Parker at Springfield, 
Rev. Mr. Jardine at hansas City, and Lev. 
Mr. Ethelbert Talbott in the new college at 
Macon, Mo. TheSchoo!l of the Good Shep- 
herd of this city was also referred to and its 
present crowded condition was deplored. It

erul prominent ventlemen had 
pledged themselves to raise a fund and 


that the School of the Good Shepherd would 
probably bein much better condition betore 
next convention. 

Mr. Talbott related the history ot the founda 
tion of his school at Macon, atter which a res- 
olution complimentary to the diocesan 
schools was introduced by Rev. Dr. Inera- 
hmm and unanimously passed. 

The Bishop next stated that the election of 
the members ofthe Missionary Board wus in 
order. Rev. Mr. Betts said perliaps a post- 
ponement would be better. The tLaymen’s 
Co operating Society, which was a. part 
of the Missionary Board, would probably 
be appointed in another way. Something 
miust be done. The Luymen’s society hus no 
cunonica! existence, andit has done very lit- 
tle. It must hbave been stringeto those who 
were present at the missionary meeting in a 
great citv like this, only ninety-ecight persons 
being present by actual count. The 
Missionary board, which is com- 
posed of three clergymen waned 
two members of the Layvinen’s Co-opcra- 
ting Missionary Society, in the formation of 
Which latter body the convention bad nothing 


to do, would nrobnabliv be put upon 
sole other footing. Mr. Silas bent, 
a lay delegate, defended the Laymen’s 


(‘o-operating society, and thought that its 
purposes, which he procecded to explain, were 
not understood. It lid good service without 
asking any favorsor assistance fromthe clergy, 
and if resuscitated it wou!d do so avain. Rev. 
P. G Robert seconded the retnarks made by 
Mr. Silas Bent and tavored the continuation of 
the Lavinen'’s Co-operating Missionary Soci- 
ety. The election of the board was then post 
poned until the afternoon session. 

Rev. Abie! Leonard, of Hannibal, presented 
the report of the Dotmmittee On Missionary 
Traveling Expenses, which was received. 

Rev. Mr. Dettsasked to apoloyize for sone re- 
marks that he had made in yesterday's de- 
bate. He did not wish to attribute 
any finesse or indirect means to Dr. Fulton, 
and he wanted that gentieman to understand 
that he was sorrvift he pudso understood the 
remarks. Dr. Fulton dectared laughingly 
tbat aman might getinad with an Irishman, 
but he could not remain so. He had not been 
anery with Mr. Hetts, but was very 
glad he had said wiiat he had, 4s 
nothing was more out of place in church com 
nrittees than fihesse or indirect means. 

Rev. Mr. Jardine, of hansas Citv, next pro- 
ceeded to rend the report of the Committee on 
Canons, which provoked much dispute, which 
was participated in by the Bishop, 
Rev. Drs. kulton and Scheetz, 
Revs. Robert, (Reed, Betts «and Wright, 
Messrs. M. W. Alexander, Dennison and 
others. Inthe midst of theJdebate,the Bishop 
announced that the tiine tor midday adjourn. 
ment had arrived. 

L\EFTERNOON, 

The convention resssembled at 1:45. 
Mr. Jardine began the reading of the canons 
and discussions on this subject and occupied 
the greater part of the afternoon, The matters 
of debate were questions relating to routine 
church disciphine. 

THE NIGHT SESSION, 

This evening atthe Church of the Holy Com 
munionthe convention will hold the annua! 
Sunday School meeting. Reports on the sub- 
ject from all parts of the diocese will be heard 
und addresses delivered bY prominent speak. 
ers. The scholars of the Sunday school ol tie 
Chureh of the Holy Communpion will attend in 
au body and takepart inthe singing. The ex- 
ercises will be very interesting. 

NOTES, 


The convention was expected to adjourn to 
day, but it is now theught that a conclusion 
will not be reached belore to tuivrrow night or 
Saturday. 

The absence of Rev, Montgomery Schnyler, 
Rector of Christ Church, who is at present 
away from the city, is much regretted by the 
local and visiting delegates. 

Dr. Fulton, of St. George's, hastcome in late 
utaiostoftthe sessions, buthas made up tor 
it by hard work aiter he arrived. [le was prob 
ably the best parliamentarian on the tloor. 

Mr. John Rh. Triplett, the secretary of 
Convention, was anable and efnicient officer, 
and, though rushed with business all the time, 
found opportunity to be extremely obliging to 
the press and others who were calling 
him. 

The sessions were all so orderlv that thi 
Bbishop’s gavel lay in idleness before him dur 
ine the whole convention. Nothing like tlre 
debate about the term ‘‘Catholic,’’ which hes 
Tiorpe, of Nevada, started lust year, has oe 
curred to enliven the many debats.

THE WILLIAMS ROYS. 


The Desperadoes Still at Large—Details of 
the Chase. 


At noon to-day nothing had been beard fur: 
ther concerning the chase after the Williams 
brothers, the celebrated desperadoes, who are 
known to be either on the river orin some of 
the sloughs between Cap-au-Gris and Alton. 
So much has been written about these Wil- 
Jiams boys lately that it is only necessary to 
repeat here that they are wanted for four mur- 


ders, and the people in the bottom lands 
above the mouth ot the Missouri are determined 
that they shall not slip through their fingers. A 
number of detectives from the St. Louis force, 
consisting of Hughey O'Neil, Stew art, Eggs 
and a couple of others, are searching the body 
ot the river trom Graiton down. They are 
armed with rifles and it is apt to go hard with 
any two men tound drifting idly down stream 
who are not able togive avery good account 
ot themselves. The people of Madison, Jersey 
and Calhoun counties in Illinois and St. 
Charles and Lincoln countiesin Missouri are 
thorougbly aroused and are patrolling the 
banks of the river at short intervals all the way 
down from Gratton. Inthe meantime, how- 
ever, the desperadoes are still at larze, 
and, while there is no doubt that they will 
ultimately be caught, the chances are tnat it 
will not be done to day. and that when they 
are found they will give a zood account of 
themselvesinthe manner of iu lively fight. 
The Williams boys are well armed with repeat- 
ing rifles, and they are crack shot-, too—a 
ccombinaiivn of facts which has a tendency 
to make their pursuers very careful in 
the pursuit. The character ot the country 
in which they now are hidingis of nature to 
facilitate theirescape. They are working dovn 
the river by nightand concealing themseives 
by day. The river is full of islands along their 
route, and hundreds of creeks put in from 
¢ither side of the stream. Manyof these brooks 
have their origin intangled brakesin which 
even bloodbounds could not finda man. and 
nothing could be easier than to 
pusb a skiff up under the underbrush 
and quietly wait until the pursuit had tired 
itself ont. The Williams boys, too, nay hxuve 
Jett the water at an unguarded point and 
struck straight iniand. Atter getting through 
a beli of twenty mi.es they would be compar- 
utively safe, una would then only have to 
dodgethe ofticers of the law, and rot the 
whale people, 

A reporter saw Chief Kennett this morning 
and asked him if anything had been heard 
from the st. Louis contingent. 

‘*‘Notathing,’’ said he. ‘‘]l have not been 
able to reach them by telephone at all, and so 
Ido not know what they have done. They 
must report here this evening between 7 ands
